of Man," may frown and twirl their nusal appen-
doges as they will, but the wvounger part of
hnmanity will have thelr own way in the mat-
ters of amusement and soclety for all thnt, The
interjected volleys of “Humbug!” and *“*Non-
sense!” do not have mucli effect In changing
the lashions, or their pursuit of them: for they
have shrewd Inklings that ln Lygone days these
grumblers were as great worldlings ns the worst
of them. They wish to have the chance of see-
ing society for themeelves Orst, 1lke Lord Ches-
terfield in his younger days; and then, when
gouty or rhenmatie in after yoars, they ¢an have
the privilege of having o fling at these ‘aour
grapes,” like in this paragraph of his super-
annuated lordship:—

“All ceremonies are In themselves very silly
things; but yel a man of the world should know

them. Tiey nre the outworks of manners and
decency, which would be too often broken in
upon if it were not for that defense which keeps
the enemy at a proper distunce. It 1s for that
renson thiit T always trent fools nnd coxcombs
with great ceremony; true good-breeding not
belog u sufliclent barrier against them.
Etiguette of Calls.

Whether it Le for gquite the reason so bluutly
given or not, the oreme de la crenie of soclety
ure unquestionably not behind hls lordship in
their devotion to ceremony. Tuke the onerons
task of visiting—we beg pardon, of “calls;” the
perfection of the refinement of cercmony can
scarcely go further than now. “‘Visiting curds,”
says an authority In the fashionuble world, *‘are
still unglazed; some are delieately tinted. The
English script is still the most rechierche. Visit-
ing cards, lettered upon the bueck, are much
used. The English has superseded the French
words."”

that word will appear on the opposite side con-
taining the address. Thus, instead of belng com-
pelled to bore each other Ly an indefinite chit-
chat, friends are enabled to express thelr inten-
tions s0 concisely by card-hoard that ivstances
are known where these cordial visitors have
never seen the objects of thelr solicitude. As,
howeyer, the practlce of acting “‘dummy” in
a comfortable equipage, wihile the looiman
sorvea the etiquetical notice of an extension of
the personul friendship, becomes irksome in
time, fashion is beginning to simplify this cere-
wony. I1 has decreed that the custom of calling
in person, except in cases of speciul intimacy, is
not in the best taste; and It is now quite a la
mode to enclose one's card in a fitting envelope
addressed to the person honoréd, and Lo trans-
mit it either by messenger or by the iwo-
penny post. The eard must go, though it mat-
ters but little in what way; else the “eul”™ will
be most direct. and the resulting family feuds
will never be bealed. Bo, for the averting of
blighted friendships, it is fortunnte there is a
universal law of fashion, as Shakespeare thns
GXPresses: —
“Where doth the world thrust forth & vanity,

S0 Lt he new, there's no respect how vile,
That 15 not quickly buzz'd into the ears,”

Wedding Invitations.

As long as the old custom continues of marry-
ing and giving-in marriage. “More Lonored
in the Dbreach than in  the observance,”
an inveterate bachelor would quote—wedding
invitations must be {the most engrossing
topics of card etiquette, and novelties must
#ways be in demand. For the coming souson
the latest innovation will ke the rose pink shude.
The shape of the card remanins the same: the
lettering und color are at the beek and bid of
fashion. Plain black script, destitute of all
tawdry ornamentation, and old English lettering,
are the favorites. The monograms are less in-
glined to be puzzling hieroglyphles than hitherto,
and ot times are printed in ggld, silver, or colors.

One great revolution has oceurred In the *'Re-
ception' cards; the words ““At Home™ are now
tabooed as unfashionable, and the cumbrous
phrase “‘request the pleasure of your company™
is substituted. In other respeets, latitude is
allowed to the parties interested, and they mny
bave one or many cards, as they please. A new
form of cards of anpouncement, whieh is con-
ceived in slmplielty and good taste, and which
may be accompanied by note sheel or not, as
desired.
